Washington, Nor. 7.—Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Richards, who baa been 111 for a 
long time, was la the Supreme Court 
Monday afternoon for the first time 
this term, and mo^ed that the caaee 
against the Choctavt, Chlckasaw and 
Wichita Indians be advanced for a 
ipeedy bearing. Thu cases came from 
the Court of Claim* and they Involve 
the title to the Wichita reservation, 
743,610 acres, the Kiowa, Comanche 
and the Apache reservation, 2,968,839 
acreg, and the district known aa Greer 
county, 1.511,958 acres. 
"It is desired," said the Solicitor- 


General, "to allot a portion of the 
Kiowa, Commanche and Apache reser- 
vation among the Indians now living 
tberon as soon as possible, and also to 
dispose of any unallotted balance of 
said reservation as well as of the dis- 
trict known as Greer county; but none 
of these things can be done until the 
above appeals are decided. The pres- 
ent uncertainty as to the title of the 
three tracts of land, aggregating 5,- 
224,461 acres, prevents the United 
States from making any final dispo- 
sition of them, thereby seriously in- 
terfering wltlrthe prosperity of a large 
number of Indians, who are kept on 
their old reservations without any 
permanent individual ownership in 
the lands that they occupy, and con- 
sequently without those inducements 
to industry and progress which are 
furnished by the system of allotments 
of land in severally—the system whicli 
the Government is trying wherever 
practicable to substitute for the old 
reservation system."

night of the murder, but be satisfac- 
torily accounted for hia time. 


Edgar Moxham, at whose borne la 


Ninety-sixth street Hardy vaa last 
seen alive, now believes the youth 
committed suicide. Mr. Moxham was 
not at home on the night of Sunday, 
Oct. 
22, when Hardy disappeared. For 


ten days he baa been investigating the 
mysterious case, and he has formed as 
a result the theory of suicide. It was 
after going over the region where the 
murder was supposed to have been 
committed tbat Mr. Moxham ex- 
pressed himself as to the cause of 
young Hardy's death. 


"I wag away from home on a yacht- 


ing cruise on the evening when Hardy 
was at my house," he said. "I was 
sorry that I was not there, so that I 
might have seen Just what happened. 
I have been making inquiries, however, 
and do not believe the young man was 
murdered. I think he went down the 
path at Ninety-ninth street, threw 
away his hat, his cards and his poc- 
ketbook, which were afterwards found 
there; that he tied the stone about 
his body and jumped into the water 
from the boat. This is not a neigh- 
borhood where one reasonably could 
expect such a crime to be committed. 
The houses hereabouts are occupied 
by well-to-do families. The neigh- 
hood is not one to which criminals and 
rowdies come." 


"How do you explain that clot of 


blood which was found on Hardy's 
brain, and that no water was found In 
the lungs?" Mr. Moxham was asked. 


"I have simply been told by a police 


officer that this is so. I do not know it 
of my own knowledge. It has been 
taken for granted " 


Mr. Moxhara was asked If he knew 


of any act or word of Hardy's that 
would lead him to believe that Hardy 
had drowned himself. 


"I hope," he replied, "that you will 


excuse me from answering the ques- 
tion at this time. I may answer it 
later. 


'Have you thought how impiobable 


it is that tbe supposed murderers 
would have scattered Mr, Hardy's 
cards in the path and left his hat and 
pocketbook where they could be 
found so easily?" 


The tone of Mr. Moxham'a story 


was such as to lead one to believe that 
he has much else to confirm his the- 
ory which he did not care to divulge.

The military correspondent of the 


Globe, wirting on the military situa- 
tion, says that interest at Ladysraith 
it still kept at the highest point 
The 


fact that the British force there now 
is completely ibolated will not tend to 
decrease it, but save for the fact that 
news can only come to hand now by 
means, of the pigeon post or despatch 
riders, and that trams have ceased 
running, there is no material differ- 
ence in the situation. 
It might be argued that the ces 


sation of trains is an important factor 
in such cases, but unless the organi 
zation of the commissariat and ord- 
nance departments has been criminal- 
ly defective, Ladysmith should long 
ago have been put in a position to 
hold out against investment lor a 
considerable period. 
The arrival of long range quick fir- 


ing guns, accomplished just in the 
nick of time, must have tended to 
show the Boers that Ladysmith could 
not fall an easy prey to them. 


While the moral and material ef- 


fects of shelling the Free State camps 
at Bestors, and apparently at Acton 
Homes also will show that Gencial 
White's garrison was forced to accept 
isolation, it is still able to strike hard, 
and that Its cavalry is exceptionally 
effective 
It is, of course, a matter of regret 


that it should have been found needful 
to evacuate Colenso, but there are no 
indications in the official report that 
the withdrawal has been to any great 
distance. It may be that the defend 
ing forces has only been withdrawn 
to a more detcnsible position on the 
southern bank, or else the flanking 
movement of the Boers through Zulu- 
land and the Umvoti country has be- 
come so pronounced as to necessitate 
concentration on Pietermaritzburg it- 
sell!That the position is regarded ser- 
ious is clear from the fact that the 
cruisers are being hurried to the Cape 
Station. 
Meanwhile the situation is becoming 


complicated by the natural unrest 
among the Bassutos, for it appears in- 
creasingly unlikely that we shall be 
able to restrain them from action. 


At last, too, the Free State Boers 


have taken heart of grace and havp 
begun the invasion of the Orange 
River line of Cape Colony. 


Here also the policy of withdrawing 


before tbe enemy's advance has been 
adopted. 
It appears as if General Buller in- 


tends to allow the invaders to debauch 
through the passes of Stormberg be- 
fore attacking them strategically. It 
is possibly the correct policy, but its 
effect will, in all likelihood, precipitate 
an open alliance of all disloyal Cape 
Dutch with the Boers. In that case, 
the sooner the home authorities mobi- 
lize and despatch further reinforce- 
ments the better it will be for our hoh 
on South Africa. 


All aie reported well from Kimber- 


ley, Mafeking and Rhodesia, but wit1 
the exception of these small gleams of 
light the whole situation is more ser- 
ious than it has been sinee the Boers 
first crossed the borders. 


Supply Camp Abandoned. 


London, Nov. 7.—Reports of the fall 


of Ladysmith still persist on the con- 
tinent. The taking ot Colenso and of 
Colesbeg by the Boers is confirmed. 


The British have abandoned their 
great supply camp at Stormberg Junc- 
tion, in Cape Colony, in face of the 
Boer Invasion. A stand against the 
Boers will probably be made near De 
Aar, where Gen. Buller is concentrating 
troops. A dispatch from Pietermaritz- 
burg, dated Friday last, says that, in 
the fierce battle between Ladysmith 
and Colenso, many Boers were killed. 
The Boers have proclaimed the annex- 
ation of the Upper Tugela division of 
Natal to the Orange Free State. The 
Boers around Kimberley now number 
5,000, and they have considerable ar- 
tillery. The Bechuanaland Boers have 
joined the besiegers. A report from 
Orange River Station says that Kim- 
berley was safe on Wednesday night 
last. At Mafeking, according to ad- 
vices received at Cape Town, there 
was rejoicing that a big gun planted 
by the Boers seven miles from the 
town had failed to reach it, except 
with a single shell, which caused the 
burning ot a store. A message from 
Pretoria, however, states Cronje has 
advanced to within a mile of Mafeking. 
A final report of the loss of the British 
In the engagement at Farquhar's farm, 
in which the Gloucester shires and 
Funlleera were captured, puts the total 
of the missing at 843. Thirty-two of 
the Gloucestershire Regiment, 
ten 
Fuslleers and ten batterymeh were 
found dead on tbe field.
